A New Gas Mask. 


A new gas mask, which will give protection against all poi- 


son gases, even the deadly monoxide, has been perfected by 
the chemical warfare service of the army. 


This mask, described in offiqial language as an-"all-purpose 


canister," is an invention, or rather a development of many 
inventions, which is as important for use in peace as it is in 
war. It can be used by fire-fighters, by persons engaged in 
fumigation work on sea or land. It will give protection to men 
going into buildings to seek out gas leaks. It protects the 
miner against mine gases. It is proof against the piercing am- 
monia fumes which have caused so many deaths, and which 
hitherto have remained unconquerable. It could even be used 
by the private citizen when he goes out on frosty mornings to 
start the flivver and hates to leave the garage doors open be- 
cause of the cold. 


Although this mask is the result of study for military pur- 


poses, it is hoped that it will, seldom be necessary to use it In 
that way. Otherwise the next stepxis for some chemist of 
minds and souls to devise a way to nullify those poison gases 
of suspicion and fear which Lord Robert Cecil so truly points 
out are keeping the world from peace.

is one of the projects of the agricultural department of the 
University of Illinois. Every acre of soil in every county is to 
be examined and tested. The finding will be recorded on soil 
maps which will be available to farmers seeking advice a'nd 
information. 


Once these maps are completed it can readily be found what 


crops will grow best in, any given area and what special chemi- 
cal or other treatment any particular ground needs.

Activities of this sort are as ?ncouraging as the heavy city- 


ward trend of former farmers has been discouraging. With j 
accurate knowledge enabling a- farmer to get the best possible i 
results from his land, fewer farmers may raise more'produce 
than was raised in older and less scientific days. Furthermore, 
with farm methods improving, general farm conditions will 
improve also. And that will check the exodus from the land, 
at least, if it does not turn the migration back to the rural com-, 
munities.
